The  editorial*  heretofore 
written  on  the  Subject  of  greater 
school  faeilitiew  in  the  Watsessing- 
Berkely- Fair  view  district  were  intend 
ed  not  oulv  to  place  certain  statistics 
l>efore  the  people,  but  ulrto  t>  draw 
from  them  comments  and  criticisms, 
which  would  fullv  inform  the  public 
concerning  all  the  facts.  If  wc  liave 
editorudly  or  otherwise  misstated  any 
.of  the  facts,  we  shall  be  only  t««<  Hap¬ 
py  to  afford  space  for  corrections  If 
luiy  of  our  opinions  do  u»t  meet  with 
approval  we  invite  public  ^xpn  ssioim* 
of  all  contrary  views. 

We  have  no  doubt  that  the  way  of 
safety  will  l»e  found  through  a  multi 
tude  of  consellors.  IDiscussi  »n,  even 
though  sharp,  will  lead  to  doing  of 
the  right  thing  at  last  Some  of  our 
Fairview  friends  seem  To  think  that 
Tire  Otruxs  is  opposed  their  having 
greater  school  facilities.  Such,  how 
ever,  is  not  the  case,  in  Bloomfield 
there  cau  lie  but  one  opinion,  namely: 
that  every  child  should  have  fullest 
oportunitv '  of  attending  the  public 
schools.  The  question  is  not  what, 
but  how,  or  pfcrhnps  where.  There 
is  a  limit  to  the  multiplication  of 
school  buildings.  Convenience  must 
not  be  had  at  the  expense  of  efficiency. 

It  is  iiupissihle  for  everyone  to 
have  a  school,  a  church,  a  grocery 
store,  a  bakery  or  a  blacksmith  shop, 
ne*t  dohr,  although  on  some  ac¬ 
counts  these  things  might  be  desira¬ 
ble.  It  is  necessarily  the  misfortune 
of  some  to  live  at  a  distance  from  the 
doctors  or  the  bakers,  but  the  remedy 
is  not  in  the  indefinite  multiplication 
of  doctors  and  bakeiV 

We  understand  froifi  the  communi¬ 
cation  of  Mr.  Pilch  that  Hie  discussion 
at  the  Berkeley  School  house  led  t< 
just  this  sort  ->f  conclusions.  When 


the  matter  was  fully  canvas^d 
sounu  jfJcpneut  of  the  mcetin 
lead  nowhere  else.  **  stnte. 

that  meeting  the  accommodation 

of  Berkeley  School  house  were  insuf¬ 
ficient  for  those  desiring  to  enter  (and 
is  not,  in  our  opinion,  the  erection  oil 
a  school  building  at  Watsessing  or 
Fairview,  but  either  to  relieve  the 
Berkeley  School  by  changing  territo¬ 
rial  lines  or  enlarging  the  building. 

We  do  not  think  there  is  any  need 
for  alanh  on  the  part  of  parents,  for 
the  Board  of  Trustees  is  fortunately 
composed  of  some  of  the  liest  aud 
wisest  men  in  the  town  and  it  is  im- 
jxmsihle  that  they  should  not  give  a 
full  hearing  and  then  make  a  .decision 
in  accordance  with  sound  judgment 
and  the  best  inti  rests  of  all  concerned.
